Lukewarm 
response to 
market plan 

PLANS to redevelop Dudley’s historic 
market have received a lukewarm 
response from residents who say the 
cash could be better spent elsewhere 
in the town. 

Dudley Council revealed its plans 
for the market last week, asking 
people for their views on three options 
of how the site should look after a £6 
million revamp. 

But at a meeting of Central Dudley 
Area Committee some residents 
expressed concerns. They said the 
authority should look at improving 
roads, lowering rents and introducing 
free car parking to boost trade. 

Isobel Byrne, of Oakham Road, 
Dudley, said all three development 
options were not in keeping with the 
historic nature of the town. “Dudley 
markets itself on being a traditional 
market town but these designs are 
modern,” she said. 

Her husband Paul added that new 
business should be the prioroty and 
called for road improvements. 

Council officer Rupert Dugdale 
said the cash for the changes had 
come from a fund and could only be 
used for this purpose. 

Councillors cautiously welcomed 
the scheme but Councillor Malcolm 
Davies said rents would still need to 
be looked at.

I have Parkinson’s-Tommy Mundon 



BLACK Country come¬ 
dian Tommy Mundon 
has been diagnosed 
with Parkinson’s 

Disease - but is facing 
up to it with his usual 
sense of humour. 

Tommy, whose 77th birth¬ 
day was last week, has spoken 
about how he is coping with 
the progressive neurological 
illness to give hope to others. 

“I’m in the early stages and 
they’ve got good medication 
these days,” said Tommy, who 
lives with his wife 59-year-old 
wife Val, in Alexandra Road, 
Halesowen. 

“I’ve got patches that slowly 
release the medication to 
control the pain and I have 
physiotherapy at Corbett Hos¬ 
pital in Stourbridge. 

“What I need to do now is to 
master the slight stammering 


and stuttering I’ve got - but 
I’ve been doing some shows 
and have more planned this 
year. 

“I used to write roughly 
what I was going to say in a 
performance. 

“Now I’m getting it down in 
full for a set of about 20 
minutes. I will still ad lib 
when I can.” 

Optimistic 

It was a fall 18 months ago, 
in which he hurt his shoulder, 
that led Tommy to find out he 
was suffering from Parkin¬ 
son’s. 

He said: “During the course 
of treatment for the shoulder, 
my doctor told me he had a 
feeling I’d got Parkinson’s 
coming on - and Val noticed 
that I sometimes stared into 
space. 

“I went to see a consultant 
at Dudley Guest Hospital and 


eventually got the diagnosis.” 
Tommy, who has a daughter 
and two grandchildren, has 
just started performing after a 
gap of a few months, appear¬ 
ing at the Goodyear Pavilion 
in Wolverhampton last Friday 
to raise money for the Beacon 
Centre for the Blind. 

He has several other book¬ 
ings lined up and will be in a 
Black Country comedy tour of 
theatres, from October. 

“I’m optimistic about the 
future and am getting there 
thanks to the medication and 
advice,” he said. 

Val, who will in September 
celebrate 40 years of marriage 
to Tommy, said: “The local 
Parkinson’s nurses have been 
excellent. 

“Tommy’s attitude to it is 
great. 

“A lot of people would 
thrown in the towel - but he’s 
quite determined.”

BACK FROM HELL 


Quake rescue team tells 
of mission impossible 


B LACK Country fire¬ 
fighters returning 
from earthquake- 
ravaged Japan have told of 
their heart-rending 
search for survivors amid 
some of the worst scenes 
imaginable. 

Twelve West Midlands fire¬ 
fighters from the Interna¬ 
tional Search and Rescue 
(ISAR) squad are just back 
from the disaster-hit north¬ 
ern region of the country, 
swamped by a 33ft-high 
tsunami which followed the 
quake. 

They include Cradley Heath 
watch commander Rudy Parkes, 
of Stourbridge; watch com¬ 
mander Dean Yates of Halesowen 
fire station; station commander 
at Oldbury and Cradley Heath, 
Dean Harris, also from Stour¬ 
bridge; and Dudley fire station 
watch commander Russ Gauden 
of Kinver. 

They were part of a 59-strong 


team from across the UK that 
also included two rescue dogs and 
four medical staff and spent 
three full days searching two 
towns in Northern Japan where 
tens of thousands were missing. 

All 12 were involved in a 
similar mission when an earth¬ 
quake hit Haiti just over a year 
ago, while four were involved in 
the rescue efforts in New Zealand 
and had arrived back home in the 
UK just days before having to fly 
out again. 

Snow 

But it seems their rescue 
mission in the wrecked coastal 
cities of Ofunato and Kamaishi 
was among their toughest yet. 

Russ Gauden, aged 39, said the 
scenes of devastation were 
“beyond comprehension”. 

He said in some areas they 
were climbing on 15ft high piles 
of debris that were covered in ice 
and snow. 

“We saw a 50ft high ship in the 
middle of a residential area and 
fish the size of dustbin lids a mile 
from the coast,” he added. 


Veteran firefighter Rudy 
Parkes volunteered in the inci¬ 
dent control room in the West 
Midlands fire service headquar¬ 
ters in Birmingham after the 
quake in New Zealand last 
month. 

Then he received a call to head 
to Japan. He said the scene there 
was the worst he had seen in 23 
years of International Search 
and Rescue. 

Mr Parkes added: “It was a 
scene of utter devastation, the 
worst I’ve ever seen. 

“In one case I was looking 
inside a house and thought some¬ 
thing was wrong until I realised 
it was completely upside down. 

“Two of our teams elsewhere 
had some success in finding one 
old lady between two mattresses 
alive and in another area they 
found one old lady and her 16- 
year-old grandson.” 

Father-of-two Dean Yates, 41, 
of Ironbridge, admitted there 
was “a great deal of sadness” that 
no survivors had been found 
during their deployment.

Jobs to be created 
at new training hub 


Support grows to honour 
‘forgotten’ rugby legend 


A £250,000 training 
centre will open in 
Tipton, creating 14 new 
jobs. 

The Railway Street site, 
in Great Bridge, will be 
run by Dudley Training 
Ltd., a private company 
which is owned by Dudley 
College. 

It will deliver courses in 
gas engineering as well as 
electrical and construction 
trade skills. 

The centre, once com¬ 
plete, will be called The 
Energy Training Hub. 

It is envisaged that 
seven full-time posts and 
seven part-time roles 


would be created at the 
new teaching hub, which 
will also cover environ¬ 
mental technologies, such 
as solar engineering. 

Bob Chapman, director 
of learning at the college, 
said: “The investment in 
the centre would be almost 
£250,000 including all the 
kit but not including the 
staff. 

Courses 

“It’s going to be called 
The Energy Training Hub 
when it’s finished. It will 
create 14 jobs which is 
good news.” 

Courses at the centre 


will tie in with the college’s 
new accolade as part of the 
National Academy for 
Environmental Technolo¬ 
gies, Mr Chapman added. 

“The exciting thing is 
the new environmental 
technologies we will be 
able to teach about - solar 
panels, heat pumps and all 
renewable energy tech¬ 
nologies,” he said. 

“This is really good news 
for the West Midlands.” 

The training centre will 
give the site a new lease of 
life, Mr Chapman said. 

The site is currently 
made up of empty indus¬ 
trial units. 


A CAMPAIGN to honour a Dudley 
rugby legend in his home town has gath¬ 
ered more than 300 supporters. 

Cliff Watson, aged 80, who played for 
rugby league side St Helens, captained Great 
Britain and moved to Australia. 

He was voted one of his club’s top 17 
players in its 120-year history, but fans say 
he has been “forgotten” in Dudley and should 
be honoured in a similar way to footballer 
Duncan Edw-ards. But Dudley Council has 
refused to make a decision yet, saying it will 
consider any suggestions. 

The campaign has been laun-ched by Deb 
Brownlee, chairman of the group raising 
cash for the regeneration of St John’s 
Church, Kates Hill, where Mr Watson 
married in 1960. 

Mr Watson, who now lives near Sydney, 
Cliff Watson in 1970 visited the church last month. Now Mrs 



Brownlee is calling for him to “get the recog¬ 
nition he deserves”. She feels there should be 
a plaque or display in Dudley Museum & Art 
Gallery - or even a statue similar to that of 
Manchester United and England football 
legend Duncan Edwards right in the town 
centre. 

She said: “Cliff has achieved so much that 
people aren’t even aware of.” 

Youngest 

Mr Watson grew up in a terraced house in 
Fisher Street, Dudley, after the family’s 
house in London was bombed in the Second 
World War. 

He became the youngest ever player at 
Dudley Kingswinford rugby union team at 
the age of 15, before moving to St Helens two 
years later, where he was a prop forward and 
was made captain. In 1970, his side won the 
Championship Trophy. 


Tory candidates quit in 
‘golly folly’ photos row 


A SEDGLEY couple due to stand as Tory candidates 
in a Dudley Council election have resigned from the 
party in a row over photographs of them posing with 
a golly doll. 

Bill Etheridge, aged 41, and wife Star had been sus¬ 
pended from the Conservative party after a complaint 
about the photographs they posted on Facebook of them 
purposely holding up the doll. 

But the couple, who were making a stand over political 
correctness, have now resigned. Mr Etheridge said he had 
decided to join UKIP instead. 

The “golly folly” row blew up after Mr Etheridge, chair¬ 
man of the Claverley branch of the Conservative Associa¬ 
tion, and his wife questioned what was wrong with the 
wild-haired black toys on their Facebook site. 

Ammunition 

The leader and deputy leader of Dudley Council, Coun¬ 
cillors Anne Millward and Les Jones, last week warned 
them their stance against “political correctness” could give 
people ammunition against the party ahead of the elec¬ 
tions. On Friday the Etheridges were told in a letter from 
the party’s head office voluntary section disciplinary com¬ 
mittee that they were being suspended for 30 days. 

The emailed letter said their actions might “bring the 
party into disrepute”. The couple, of Tipton Road, who are 
members of the Black Country Campaign Against Political 
Correctness, have now resigned from the party. 

Mr Etheridge said he was mystified why there was a “big 
deal” over the golly doll. “When we were growing up it was

THIS is how Dudley’s his¬ 
toric market place could 
look like following a £6 
million revamp. 

Under the plans, the tiled 
roof would be replaced with 
vintage-style canopies and a 
“market boulevard” would be 
created with trees and a 
walkway. 

The statue of legendary Dudley- 
born footballer Duncan Edwards 
would be moved to the other end of 
the market. 

The ageing toilet block would 
also be relocated to create an 
obstructed view of Dudley Castle. 

The 19th century fountain would 
be refurbished and a new moat 
created around the bottom. 

The number of permanent stalls 
would be reduced from 74 pitches 
but Dudley Council, which is 
behind the scheme, said temporary 
stalls could be added on busy days. 
Cabinet member for regeneration 


Councillor Les Jones said an appli¬ 
cation for cash from the European 
Regional Development Fund had 
passed the first stage. 

A decision on whether bosses will 
be given a £3 million grant towards 
the scheme will be announced later 
this year. 

The rest of the money is coming 
from council capital receipts and 
once the funding is secured, work 
on the redevelopment could get 
under way by the middle of next 
year, with completion expected in 
summer 2013. 

Opportunities 

Councillor Jones said: “Dudley’s 
market place is the only one of its 
kind in the region to be located in 
the heart of a town’s high street, so 
the makeover is the fundamental 
showpiece project to the wider 
regeneration of Dudley town 
centre. 

“The project will make up the 
biggest revamp of the town in more 
than two decades and it will

breathe fresh life into the existing 
market place, to create a continual 
market boulevard.” 

Three designs for a new market, 
with different stall layouts, have 
been drawn up and people are now 
being asked for their views on the 
proposals. 

Councillor Jones said the 
market project was pivotal to a 
wider redevelopment of the town 
centre, which would include a 
revamp of Castle Hill. 

“We are very keen to hear what 
people think and there are cer¬ 
tainly plenty of opportunities to 
take part in the consultation,” he 
said. 

“While we have presented three 
options, it may be that the final 
design could be different or could 
incorporate elements of each to 


create a fourth option.” But 
market trader, David Flavell, aged 
50, who has a fruit and veg stall, 
said he feared the revamp would 
not be enough to lure shoppers 
back into the town. 

Planting 

“It is a lot of money to spend on 
just replacing the stalls and plant¬ 
ing some trees, don’t think it’s 
going to make a difference and 
make people shop here again,” he 
said. 

The consultation runs until April 
29. Information stands will by the 
fountain from 10am to 3pm March 
23 to 26, April 13 to 16 and on April 
23.

A WEST Midlands 
Labour MP has con¬ 
demned the 

“grotesque paradox” of 
Government plans to 
raise the pension age 
of police - as scores of 
senior officers like 
Sandwell’s Steve 

Dugmore are being 
forced to retire early to 
cut costs. 

Warley MP John 
Spellar said it was “eco¬ 
nomics of the madhouse”. 

Chief Supt Dugmore, 
head of Sandwell Police, 
is being retired next 
month, aged only 48, in a 
cull of 300 senior officers 
by West Midlands Police 
Authority. 

But the Government- 
commissioned Hutton 
Report called for the 
normal age at which 
most public sector staff 
can start drawing their 
pension to be increased 
to be the same as the 
state pension age. 

Mr Spellar told the 
Commons it was a 
“grotesque paradox”. 

He said West Midlands 
Police were acting under 
a Home Office diktat 
because of a rule that 
allowed them to “sack 
people” after 30 years’ 
service. Mr Spellar said: 
“Is that not absolutely 
absurdr?” 

Mr Spellar said after¬ 
wards: “You have got the 
Hutton Report saying 
that police in uniform 
have to serve longer - 
and you have the Home 
Office forcing West Mid¬ 
lands Police to sack 
people early and paying 
them their pensions.”

200 police jobs left 
vacant in staff freeze 


‘Be fair’ plea over 
developers’ cash 


THE full extent of cuts 
being made by Midland 
police forces has become 
clearer as it emerged at 
least 200 posts had been 
left vacant for nearly a 
year. 

West Midlands and West 
Mercia forces said positions 
were unfilled as they 
battled to make a combined 
£160 million in savings. 

In the West Midlands, 89 
jobs that were vacant on or 
before April 1 last year have 
still not been filled. They 
include 23 cleaners, two 
emergency call operators, 
an intelligence officer and a 
marketing manager. 


In West Mercia, 111 posts 
were vacant at the time the 
the figures under the 
Freedom of Information Act. 
They included six response 
officer posts with a com¬ 
bined salary of £179,580 
which have not been filled 
since April last year. 

Streamlining 

Four surveillance officer 
posts and a coroner’s officer 
post also remain vacant. 

The total salaries of that 
force’s vacant posts came to 
£2,504,795. 

Staffordshire Police, 
which is trying to save £39m 
by 2015, said it could not 
provide figures as the 


shake-up of the force has not 
been finalised. 

Carl Bird, from West Mid¬ 
lands Police, which is trying 
to save £125m, said: “The 
force currently has a freeze 
on recruitment and due to 
restructuring and the 
strea mlinin g of tasks, many 
of these posts will have 
functions that are now 
carried out by other posts.” 

West Mercia Police needs 
to make £34m savings over 
five years. 

The force said it wanted to 
“minimise the impact upon 
staff by maximising savings 
through natural staff 
turnover and other cost 
reductions”. 


MORE than £400,000 is 
owed to Dudley Council 
by developers - and 
some residents are con¬ 
cerned that the cash is 
not being shared out 
fairly in their local com¬ 
munity. 

The cash is outstanding 
from contributions known 
as Section 106 payments, 
which firms are required to 
pay towards the local com¬ 
munity when they are given 
planning permission. 

But Dudley Council is 
still chasing £436,591 from 
74 developments given the 
go-ahead last year. A total of 
£307,781 has been spent so 


far, but it is feared some 
areas may be being over¬ 
looked. 

Councillor Richard Body 
claims Cradley’s rundown 
Homer Hill Park should 
have received a bigger con¬ 
tribution from a nearby 
housing development. 

Fighting 

Homer Hill was given 
£71,000 from the scheme in 
Albrighton Road but Hunt- 
ingtree Park in Halesowen 
got £69,000, even though it 
is further away. 

Ward councillors claim 
Huntingtree Park has 
already had more than 
£250,000 invested in it and 


have been fighting for the 
system of sharing out 
Section 106 cash to be 
changed. 

Councillor Richard Body 
said: “It is not fair and we 
should have a greater say in 
where the money goes.” 

Councillor Malcolm 
Knowles, who represents 
the Wollaston and Stour¬ 
bridge ward, said he is 
“never informed” about 
what money is available. Of 
the £307,781 that has been 
paid to the council between 
April and September last 
year, £232,646 went on open 
space, sport and recreation. 

Of the rest, £43,872 went 
on road improvements.

Miss Jones bought Tuloola and sister Flopsy as 
Christmas presents for her 10-year-old daughter Jodie. 

“We are all so pleased to have her back,” she said.

RESIDENTS who say their lives 
have been made “hell” since a bail 
hostel opened in their Tipton 
street four years ago have called 
for it to be closed down.

Fellow resident Roger Dudley 67, 
who has lived in the road since 1981, 
said: “We have had a number of prob¬ 


lems. It’s not fair that we should be 
burdened with this.” 

Taxi driver and father-of-four Gull- 
faraz Ilahi, 40, said: “There are always 
people making noise outside. We want 
it shut.” 

Supervised 

The property is managed by 
Stonham on behalf of the Govern¬ 
ment. 

Officially known as a BASS, a Bail 
Accommodation and Support Service, 
it caters for people who would nor¬ 
mally be living in the community on 
bail but do not have somewhere suit¬ 
able to live. 

Ministry of Justice spokesman 
James Rea said: “Offenders are super¬ 
vised by specially trained staff who 
work with the police in order to protect 
the public.” 


Snapper to stars putting home 
roots in focus with exhibition 




Brian Griffin - Paris 
exhibition about his 
Black Country roots 


A WORLD-famous photographer’s exhibition 
about his Black Country roots, which made its 
debut in Paris, is now to be shown in the 
region. 

“The Black Country”, by Brian Griffin, who grew 
up among the factories of Lye, near Stourbridge, will 
run at the New Art Gallery Walsall, from April 8 to 
June 19. 

It will be the first UK showing of the collection of 
images, originally displayed at the College des 
Bernardins in Paris in November, which include the 
Earl of Dudley Black Country food, speedway 
racing, the local pub, the family cat and his early 
years as a choirboy. 

Mr Griffin, now based in London, will lead a tour 
of the exhibition on June 4. Family photographs and 
his written accounts of childhood accompany the 
shots. 

“Growing up in the Black Country was the best 
thing that ever happened to me,’’said Mr Griffin, 
aged 62, who was born in Birmingham but spent his 


childhood in Stocking Street, Lye. He is now 
renowned for his portraits of musicians, actors, 
political figures and the business community. 

But it is his early years that have inspired his 
latest collection. 

"Factories were everywhere, even surrounding 
my school,” he said. 

“If I opened my bedroom net curtains, sometimes 
the night sky would be glowing red from the furnaces 
of Round Oak Steelworks in Brierley Hill. 

Influenced 

“Beyond the steelworks was Dudley Castle, the 
former home of the Earls of Dudley. Mu m and dad 
used to say that everything was the Earl of 
Dudley’s.” 

The photographs in his exhibition focus on factory 
workers but also depict the Black Country as seen 
through a child’s eyes. Alongside his exhibition, 
works will be displayed that have influenced Mr 
Griffin, including pieces by Jacob Epstein. 


Fears on 
local 
radio 
service 


THE output of local radio 
stations such as BBC WM 
could be replaced with 
that of Radio 5 Live, it has 
been claimed. 

The idea, that would affect 
all programmes except 
breakfast and drive time, is 
thought to be among the 
BBC’s cost-cutting measures 
to help it save £400 million 
following the freeze of the TV 
licence fee last year. 

The BBC has denied any 
decisions have been made. 

Trade union leaders have 
warned more than 700 jobs 
could go across the country if 
the cuts are brought in. 

Quality 

National Union of Jour¬ 
nalists general secretary 
Jeremy Dear said: “Local 
radio plays a crucial role in 
keeping local communities 
informed. These proposals 
would rip the heart out of 
local programming and effec¬ 
tively sound the death knell 
for local radio.” 

The BBC has around 40 
local radio stations with a 
combined average weekly 
audience of 7.4 million lis¬ 
teners. 

Last year bosses called for 
regional stations to improve 
the “quality and originality” 
of their output. 

BBC WM covers the Black 
Country and Birmingham. 

It was launched in 1970 
and is known for its popular 
presenters such as the 
breakfast show’s Phil Upton 
and drive time’s Paul 
Franks. A BBC spokesman 
said: “No decisions have been 
made so it would be wrong to 
speculate.”

TOILETS in shops and other buildings in the Dudley borough could 
be opened up for use by the public under plans which are being consid¬ 
ered by council chiefs.

Shops’ damages 
claim is rejected

AROUND 40 martial arts fans 
from across the UK drop-kicked 
into Dudley for a fundraising 
seminar and tutorials in kung fu, 
self-defence and weapons.

“We had martial arts instruc¬ 
tors demonstrating various dif¬ 
ferent disciplines, including one 
who was showing how to work 
with nunchucks. 

“We even had some soldiers 
from the TA centre come along to 
pick up some new skills which 
was great.” 


TRADERS hit by road¬ 
works in a Black Country 
high street are furious 
after their claims for thou¬ 
sands of pounds in com¬ 
pensation were rejected. 

Some businesses in Sedgley 
saw profits dip by up to 30 per 
cent during the works and 
wanted a payout from 
National Grid. 

But firms have been told they 
will not get any money back as the 
losses suffered were not a big 
enough proportion of annual 
turnover. The six-week long gas 
main replacement scheme last 
summer caused long traffic jams 
and led to people avoiding the 
high street. 

Daniel Price, owner of the BD 
Price Bike Shop in High Holborn, 
asked for £1,400. Three other 
traders in the Concord Centre 
looked for similar amounts, while 
the Co-operative submitted a 
claim for £5,000. All were refused. 

Mr Price said National Grid 
explained that, as the losses were 
not five per cent of the traders’ 
annual turnover, the claim had 
been rejected. He said: ^This was 
really an impossible situation for 
us from the start. 

“Five per cent of annual 
turnover is a large amount — they 
never told us about this in the 
first place.” 

National Grid spokeswoman 
Michelle Smedley, said the work 
had been “a short-term inconven¬ 
ience for a long-term benefit” and 
the work had been essential. 


Paper recycling plan 

A GLASS recycling site in Tipton 
could soon recycle paper too. 

Viridor Waste Management 
Ltd, which owns the depot in 
Tipton Road, wants to open a new 
building there for cardboard recy¬ 
cling. Sandwell Council will 
decide in May. 


Hot food 
van must 
leave pub 

A HOT FOOD van based 
at a Stourbridge pub will 
have to move after coun¬ 
cillors refused to grant it 
planning permission. 

Julie Hale had applied 
to stay on the site of the 
Cross Inn, Glasshouse 
Hill. 

But the chairman of 
Dudley Council’s plan¬ 
ning committee said the 
van “stands out like a 
sore thumb”. 

Councillors were told 
Mrs Hale had closed the 
business since submit¬ 
ting the application. 

Planning officer Daniel 
Owen said checks would 
be made to make sure the 
van was removed. 

Last February Mrs 
Hale was granted per¬ 
mission to stay on the site 
for 12 months. 

Committee chairman 
Tim Wright said: “We 
gave it 12 months. It does 
stand out like a sore 
thumb. 

“It is a shame when a 
business closes; I 
wouldn’t be surprised if 
we see this van elsewhere 
in Stourbridge soon.”

A £500,000 improvement scheme 
on the Severn Valley Railway is 
nearing completion after new 
platforms were built and tracks 
relaid. 

Work has been taking place at Arley 
and Bewdley stations since January, 
forcing the partial closure of the his¬ 
toric railway which receives thou¬ 
sands of visitors every year. 

Railway chiefs said the project was due 
to be finished on time and the line is sched¬ 
uled to reopen fully on Saturday (March 
26) as planned. 

Work to improve drainage at Arley 
station has been finished and decaying 
platforms replaced. Three test walls were 
built before the new platforms were con¬ 
structed to ensure that they would fit in 
with the character of the station. 

Brickwork 

Tracks have been relaid and the signal 
boxes are now being reconnected — the last 
phase of the scheme. 

In Bewdley, signalling equipment and 
tracks were removed from the top of the 
10-arch viaduct in Station Road. 

Workers then dug into the top of the 
structure to the arches’ brickwork and laid 
new waterproof material to strengthen the 
viaduct. A new layer of concrete was put 
down and timber sleepers, dating back to 
1948 when the Great Western Railway laid 
the track, have also been replaced. 

Tracks have now been relaid to recon¬ 
nect the station to the nearby Kiddermin¬ 
ster branch line. 

Railway visitor services manager David 
Mee said good weather had been a help in 
getting the project completed on time.

Two parking tickets 
a day at the hospital 


MORE THAN 130 parking 
tickets were handed out to 
staff, visitors and patients 
at Dudley’s Russells Hall 
Hospital in two months, 
new figures reveal. 

Motorists caught flouting 
the rules by parking inappro¬ 
priately or on red lines are 
fined £15. 

In January hospital bosses 
painted further red lines around 
the staff car parks to show 
workers where they can and 


cannot leave their cars as part of 
controversial new parking 
arrangements. It followed the 
introduction of red lines else¬ 
where, including by the A&E 
department. Hospital figures 
show that between January 1 and 
February 28, 131 fines were 
handed out. If not paid within 14 
days, the fee is increased to £30. 

Chief executive Paula Clark 
said: “Car parking facilities at 
Russells Hall Hospital are pro¬ 
vided by Summit Healthcare 
(Dudley) Ltd and managed by 
Interserve. 


“There is a fixed penalty notice 
system in place for patients, visi¬ 
tors and staff who park their vehi¬ 
cles inappropriately. 

“Notices warning people are 
clearly displayed.” 

In January, plans to introduce 
a staff parking permit scheme 
were thrown into chaos because of 
a dispute over who was allowed a 
space. Everyone has now been 
granted temporary access to staff 
car parks on a first-come, first- 
served basis. Bosses are monitor¬ 
ing traffic flow and assessing 
permit applications.

How tinkering with cars put 
troubled Liam on right road 





A project in the Black Country helps youngsters who struggle to cope with 
mainstream education. ALEX WAINWRIGHT talks to one of its successes 


L IFE as a student is not always easy, 
especially if you are seen as a 
trouble maker or the class clown. 
Liam Evitts, a 15-year-old from Netherton, 
knows how this feels. Although he was a 
bright student, he got bored easily and was 
often in trouble. 

He was also regularly in trouble out of 
school with the police for minor offences. 

But Liam has now turned his life around 
with the help of a mechanics project in Stour¬ 
bridge where he has learnt new skills and 
values that have given him a fresh outlook on 
life. 

At the age of 10 Liam was diagnosed with 
ADHD, a chemical imbalance in the brain 
which affects attention, concentration and 
impulsivity, and was put on medication to 
treat the condition. 

At school he was disruptive and excluded 
several times. He was kept back a year and his 
behaviour got worse, and after striking a 
teacher, he was permanently excluded. 

Liam says: “I don’t know why I did it. I just 
liked the attention in class I suppose.” 

Eventually he was offered a place at the 
Barnado’s Wheels project, on Rufford Road, 
Stourbridge. 

Wheels aims to turn the lives of youngsters 
around who struggle with mainstream educa¬ 


tion. It provides them with motor mechanics 
training while keeping up with core skills like 
numeracy and literacy. Most youngsters 
attend the project a few days a week, but Liam 
spends five days a week there. 

“I didn’t really want to come to Barnardo’s, 
but when I got here it was all right,” he says. 
“I already knew some people and now I really 
enjoy it.” 

There are around 90 youngsters aged 14 to 
16 who attend the project, and although it is 
mainly boys, there are three girls enrolled. 

They are all from the Dudley borough and 
surrounding areas, like Kidderminster and 
Sandwell. 

The purpose of the project is to re-engage 
youngsters and give them the skills to go on to 
further education or employment. 

The staff also work in partnership with the 
schools the youngsters attend to try to 
improve their situations. 

The youngsters get hands on experience 
with cars to learn mechanics, and are also 
taught the theory side so they can get a motor 
mechanics qualification. Project manager Ian 


Hinksman thinks it is important to give 
youngsters the opportunity to learn new 
skills. “Learning a trade is crucial, and doing 
this teaches them about working life,” he says. 
“Even though they might not go on to be 
mechanics, they still learn so many transfer¬ 
able skills.” 

In the workshop there are around 12 to 15 
youngsters at a time, and they get to put 
forward their own ideas on what to do with the 
cars and bikes. 

Interesting 

They are currently working on a project to 
build a working banger car, which if they get 
to work they will be able to drive off road on 
some nearby farm land which they have per¬ 
mission to use. 

To be able to do these projects, Wheels is 
always looking for donations of vehicles and 
mechanics tools and are currently appealing 
for donations. 

Liam likes these projects, which he finds 
interesting and which give him more variety. 
He says: “I enjoy projects where I can do my 


own thing. Like building the banger car, it’s 
good fun. I like working on bikes the most. 

“I do sometimes get bored because I know 
what I’m doing now, so I don’t really enjoy 
changing things like brakes all the time. 

“But because I know what I’m doing I help 
people out now. Being in the workshop makes 
you know what work is. You know what to 
expect.” 

Liam has passed his Institute of Motor 
Industry Level 1 examinations and is now 
looking to do the same with his numeracy and 
literacy exams in May. 

The numeracy and literacy classes are 
small and youngsters learn the subjects in a 
way that engages them. A numeracy class 
might involve maths problems about car 
engines, or how to book the cheapest holiday. 

Mr Hinksman says: “We’re really flexible 
and keep them engaged, everything is very 
hands on. Instead of them being one person in 
a class of 30, they’re one in a class of six.” 

The project also makes sure good relation¬ 
ships are kept between the staff and young¬ 
sters. Mr Hinksman says: “We call them by 


their first names and they call us by our first 
names.” 

Liam agrees. ‘You get treated like an adult 
here. If you give respect, you get it back,” he 
says. 

Mr Hinksman admits the behaviour of 
youngsters does not automatically change 
when they come to the project. He says: “It 
doesn’t just stop straight away, it happens 
gradually. But we do see so many positive 
results.” 

Since being at Wheels, Liam kept himself 
out of trouble. Instead of being out on the 
streets he now spends time at his time at 
friend’s houses. He now wants to go on to 
further education at college. 

“I’m not sure what I want to do,” he says. “I 
think I want to work with kids. Maybe helping 
disabled kids or help kids who are struggling 
to turn their lives around.” 

Although Liam might not want to do 
mechanics in the future, he has no doubts 
about how much the project has helped him. 

Liam said his future would have been him 
on the dole living with his mum, or maybe 
worse. 

He says: “If I hadn’t come here I’d have a 
criminal record and definitely be in a youth 
offending institute by now.”

The rebel with a clause 

Dudley reformer who sold cloth, gave away hope to 
thousands and challenged rules of royal succession

P EOPLE still remember 
FW Cook in Dudley - 
one of the Black 
Country’s first department 
stores. 

However, the man behind the 
the shop was a rebel who chal¬ 
lenged the government and 
church, and became popular with 
miners and nailers in Dudley. 

It was in the late 1820s when 
Samuel Cook became a Chartist and 
started fighting for equality among 
men and women — including calling 
for a change to the rules of succession. 

MPs recently called for a change to 
the principle of primogeniture, as 
spelled out by the 1701 Act of Settle¬ 
ment, so that male children male chil¬ 
dren would no longer have preference 
over their older sisters when it came 
to inheriting the throne. Under 
present rules, any son born to 
William and Kate would take to the 
throne, even if the couple had a 
daughter first. 

Andy Bytheway, curator at Dudley 


archive service, says the history of 
Cook’s began in 1819 when Samuel 
opened Gibraltar House in High 
Street, Dudley. 

“Samuel Cook was a colourful and 
forceful character and he announced 
to the people of Dudley that he had 
opened a draper’s shop in the town,” 
says Andy. 

“With his stern look, piercing eyes 
and mutton-chop whiskers he was a 
rebel prepared to joust with authority 
on behalf of the townsfolk. 

“His business selling drapery did 
well but was obviously too narrow a 
career for him so he took on the role of 
public reformer.” 

S OME of the causes he 
fought for included early 
closing for shops, equality of 
women, miners being paid a fair 
wage, for every man to have the 
vote and for anyone, rich or poor, 
to be able to stand for parlia¬ 
ment. 

“In 1827 he was arrested and 
charged with libel as he had plas-

tered the town with posters calling 
for fair pay for miners and nailers, 
which led to riots in the town,” says 
Andy. 

“It was one of the biggest scandals 


of his lifetime but afterwards he 
became more popular than ever.” 

Samuel was charged with ‘writing 
and publishing in his shop window at 
Dudley certain false, seditious and 
scandalous libels tending to inflame 
the minds and alienate the affections 
of the people of His Majesty the King 
and the excite them to traitorous 
insurrections against the govern¬ 
ment’. 

Travelling home, after facing a 
judge at Worcester Assizes, Samuel 
was met at Stourbridge by a horse- 
drawn carriage, a brass band and a 
huge crowd of cheering people. 

By the time Dudley’s Top Church 
came into view, 40,000 of his support¬ 
ers had joined the procession, includ¬ 
ing hundreds of miners and nailers. 

Andy says: “Samuel was a devout 
Christian but he campaigned for 
voting rights against church rates, 
and actually refused to pay them 
himself. He helped to form the 
Dudley Political Union and he con¬ 
tested the Wolverhampton seat for 
parliament in 1847. He also gave 
several speeches on the equality of 


women in the 1855 General Election 
and continued his political work until 
his death in 1861.” 

After Samuel’s death the business 
was eventually passed on to his 
grandson Frederick William Cook, 
whose name was on the front of the 
shop until it closed in 1983. 

D etails of the fw Cook 

store have been uncovered 
at Dudley Archive Service 
during their plans to move from 
their present site at Mount 
Pleasant Street in Coseley to the 
Black Country Living Museum. 

“Frederick, like his grandfather, 
took a leading part in Dudley affairs 
but in a more conventional way as he 
became mayor in 1906,” says Andy. 

“He was also an enterprising 
draper and a period of change and 
expansion began at the store. 

“Not much could be done during the 
war years but in 1963 the new depart¬ 
ments were created.” 

An article from 1974 about the 
department store says: “Ladies will 


find almost everything to suit their 
needs on the first two floors of Cook’s, 
ranging from handbags and belts to 
fabrics, fashions, underwear, school 
uniforms, hats, furniture, bedding, 
floor coverings and numerous other 
interesting items. There is no need to 
dice with the traffic and rush from 
shop to shop to get your purchases. 
Here, they are all under one roof.’ 

The shop had a popular coffee 
lounge where “a man can relax with 
his paper while his wife browses 
round the store.” 

Andy adds: “The store closed in 
1983 because no-one from the 
family’s younger generation was 
available to take over the running of 
the business.” 

The store reopened the following 
year under the same name, but was 
made up of several independent con¬ 
cessions. It closed for good in 1988, 
and the building is now occupied by a 
takeaway restaurant, a supermarket 
and a nightclub and pool hall.

Out of touch Budget that 
fails our recession-hit area 


ON Wednesday, when he delivered his Budget, 
George Osborne faced two tests that were vital 
to our economy both here in Dudley and across 
the country. 

Last week we had the shocking news that 
unemployment is now higher than at any point 
since 1994 - higher even than it reached in 2008 
or 2009 as a result of the deepest recession the 
country has ever seen. 

The difference was that Labour brought in help to keep 
the economy moving with extra help for the building trade 
and the car scrappage scheme to support the car compo¬ 
nents industry here in the Black Country. 

And there were schemes like the Future Jobs Fund to 
give young people the help they needed to get a job or 
training.

Our area was the 
hardest hit by the 
recession and as a 
result there are over 
9,500 people out of 
work in Dudley and at 
least five unemployed 
people chasing every 
job vacancy. 

Sadly, yesterday’s 
Budget was just 
another example of 
how out of touch 
George Osborne and 
David Cameron are 
with people in Dudley. 

Ordinary 

We all know they 
don’t live in the same 
world as the rest of us 
but what is really wor¬ 
rying is that they don’t 
understand what life is 
like for ordinary 
people. 

They don’t under¬ 
stand unemployment,

Finally, we need a 
new industrial revolu¬ 
tion in the Black 
Country and he should 
have taken the chance 
to bring new industries 
and jobs to areas like 
ours. 

Existing businesses 
need targeted help and 
there will be huge 
growth and millions of 


well-paid high-skill jobs 
in areas like advanced 
manufacturing, low- 
carbon technologies, 
healthcare and digital 
media in the future. 

But the areas that 
get them will be the 
ones that have got the 
skills businesses and 
investors are looking 
for, so we need incen¬ 
tives for technological, 
green and scientific 
innovation to flourish, 
starting with boosting 
Research and Develop¬ 
ment tax credits for 
small companies and 
other incentives to 
attract investment. 

Wednesday’s budget 
was another huge step 
in the wrong direction. 

We need a sensible, 
fair tax on bankers’ 
bonuses to help provide 
jobs for young people 
and a proper plan for 
growth in areas like 
ours. 

During tough times 
like these we need a 
government that is on 
our side, supporting 
people and helping the 
economy to recover - 
not making ideological 
cuts to services which 
are too deep and too 
fast, increasing the bills 
local families face by 
2.5 per cent, trebling 
tuition fees and cutting 
the Future Jobs Fund 
which created 200,000 
jobs a year.

Here, they took part in the annual 
memorial parade for the anniversary of 
King George’s inspection of the 29th 
Division of the British Army in March 
1915. The national society was founded 
in 1984.

Councillor Southall said he had 
now asked Dudley Council offi¬ 
cers to consider putting double 
yellow lines on the road. 

Chairman of Wordsley Wasps 
Gareth Frowen said the club had 
noted the complaints and taken 
action.

Insurance hitch over 
church reopening bid 


New store’s virtual bank scheme 


SCHOOLS and chari¬ 
ties in part of the 
Black Country will 
benefit from a 
“virtual bank” set up 
by a supermarket to 
raise funds for good 
causes. 

A new Costcutter store 
has opened at the former 
Broadstones pub site, in 
Two Gates, Colley Gate, 
Halesowen. The build¬ 
ing, which had fallen 
into disrepair, has been 
refurbished at a cost of 
hundreds of thousands 
of pounds. 

Now store staff are 
planning to set up a 
fund to be shared among 
schools and charities.

Support

St John’s Church in Dudley 

CAMPAIGNERS fighting to re-open a 
Black Country church on a part-time 
basis have suffered a blow after being 
told they cannot get insurance for the 
building. 

Members of the St John’s Church 
Preservation Group had hoped to get the 
go-ahead to open the church for a few 
hours a week to help with fundraising. 

But their insurance company has said it 
cannot insure the building in Kates Hill, 
Dudley, in its present state as they feel it is 
unsafe for the public. 

The church closed in 2002 due to safety 
fears but recent surveys have shown the 
church nave and chancel are structurally 
sound. The preservation group is working 
with church leaders and will be contacting 
a specialist conservation architect for 
advice. 

Frustrating 

Group chairman Deb Brownlee said: 
“The situation with getting the building 
re-opened is rather frustrating but we are 
working hard with the Diocese of Worces¬ 
ter and St John’s Church Steering Group 
to try to achieve this.” 

Members of the preservation group are 
asking members and supporters for ideas 
for future uses for the church. 

It is expected to cost £150,000 to 200,000 
to get the building reopened and up to 
£1 million to restore it. The church is where 
bare-knuckle fighter William Perry, 
known as the Tipton Slasher, is buried.

MORE than 60 gardens of elderly res¬ 
idents in Dudley have been spruced 
up as part of a programme to improve 
the outside of council homes.

Birmingham Town Hall 

YOU might ask how much longer 
can The Dubliners keep going. Well 
if you saw the grey-haired Gaelic 
gang enthrall a packed Birming¬ 
ham Town Hall audience on this St 
Patrick’s Day you would realise for 
some time yet. 

The folk legends had their army 
of fans right in the palms of their 
hands from the first couple of 
tunes, one of which was the old 
favourite Black Velvet band. 

Returning to Birmingham after 
last year’s tour in tribute of late 
members Luke Kelly, Ciaran 
Bourke and Ronnie Drew - all orig¬ 


inal members of the group - the 
Dubs went back to the conven¬ 
tional folk concert. 

The members may be ageing but 
the musical skills are as sharp as 
ever. Even Barney MacKenna, who 
has to be helped on and off the 
stage now, showed he can still 
hammer his favourite instrument, 
the banjo, and keep the crowd 
struggling to stay with him as he let 
rip when it comes to knocking out 
a reel. 

John Sheahan, the other surviv¬ 
ing founder member, filled the hall 
with his silk-like fiddle playing most 
notably with The Belfast Hornpipe 
and Swallow’s Tail.

Russian State Ballet. Grand Theatre. 

Wolverhampton 

FROM joy to tragedy in the space of 24 hours - a perfect 
example of the versatility of the Russian State Ballet. 

Sunday it was delightful tale of the Nutcracker, which 
packed out the Grand Theatre, and the following night, 
the second of the three-night ballet special, brought the 
moving and tragic tale of Romeo and Juliet. Both so dif¬ 
ferent but both performed to the highest standard with 
accompaniment from the Orchestra of Siberia. 

The Nutcracker, Tchaikovsky’s fairy-tale ballet about a 
girl who is whisked away to a land of toys was delightful. 
The staging may have been very basic compared with 
other productions of this ballet (traditionally performed 
around Christmas) but this did not detract from the 
superb dancing. 

The audience was taken on a magical journey where 
toy dolls come to life, mice battle with soldiers and a Nut¬ 
cracker, the favourite toy of the little girl, transforms into 
a handsome prince.

What’s new for spring pussy cat? 



GARDENING 
WITH PAT 
EDWARDS 


WHEN the weather is very 
cold, and therefore inhos¬ 
pitable to insects, plants have 
to use another method of polli¬ 
nation. To do this they make 
use of the wind. Catkins are 
the main source of this kind of 
pollination. 

The catkins themselves hang out in 
the wind, and have lots of pollen to be 
blown about. 

The female parts, which catch the 
pollen are hidden on the twigs, and 
will scarcely be noticed. 

In the common hazelnut they are 
tiny little red flowers, so small as to 
be hardly seen unless you are looking 
for them. 

There is so much pollen blowing 
about on a breezy day that the female 
flowers have no difficulty catching 
enough to fertilize the stigma, thus 
enabling the flower to produce the 
nuts. 

Most plants which produce catkins 
flower at the end of the winter or in 
the early spring. 

The first that we notice is the 
Garrya, which has lovely long 
catkins flying in the breeze. 

It is not completely hardy, so is 
often grown against a wall, 
where the grey-green leaves are 
protected slightly from the frost. 

The one which we all know, 
and look forward to seeing in our 
hedges in early spring is the 
hazelnut, a native plant that has 
just masses of catkins. 

It really thrills the public to 
see them in February or early 




March. We feel then that the 
spring is coming. 

I grow the twisted hazelnut, 
where, as a little boy once said to 
me, all the plant is twisted 
except the catkins. 

The twigs are curled up, and 
the leaves are as well, they do 
not look so good in the summer. 
But it is rather fun to have a 
bush like that. 

The pink catkins of the larger 
nut, corylus maxima purpurea 
are attractive, and produce the 


filbert nuts loved by squirrels. I 
rarely have any for myself, as 
they bury them in peculiar 
places to eat in the winter. The 
other native plant is the pussy 
willow, which grows near to 
streams and in damp places. 

There are many willows which 
all have catkins of some kind. 
There is even one with black 
catkins, called salix gracilistyla 
melanostachis. This one really 
stands out as an unusual looking 
thing in early spring. 


The Filbert Nut has pink catkins in the purpurea 
type. It makes a larger bush that the ordinary 
hazelnut variety

MG«that’s out to show ‘6’ appeal 


W HEN the gates of 
Longbridge 
clanged shut in 
2005, with the loss of 
6,000 jobs, many must 
have thought that the 
death-knell had sounded 
for one of Britain’s most 
famous car brands. 

But six years down the line 
MG is still with us, albeit 
under Chinese ownership, 
and has just launched its 
long-awaited, first all-new car 
for 16 years. 

The MG6 arrives in final pro¬ 
duction form as a family-sized 
five-seater hatchback with 
coupe-influenced styling and 
high levels of equipment across 
its three trim levels. 

Prices range from £15,495 for 
the entry level S to £18,995 for 
the flagship TSE - a car that is 
packed with such premium fea¬ 
tures as leather seats, climate 
control air conditioning, satellite 
navigation and a reversing 
camera, all as standard. 

This makes the 6 cheaper to 
buy than similarly-specified rivals 
such as the Skoda Octavia or 
Ford Focus. The MG is also more 
spacious inside. 

But perhaps the biggest sur¬ 
prise is that MG has delivered, as 
promised, a real driver’s car with 


sure-footed handling and a sur¬ 
prisingly sporty feel. 

With its heavily-raked roofline 
and narrow windows the MG6 is 
very much a contemporary 
vehicle, with few ‘retro’ touches. 
I suspect its looks will grow on 
people. Saloon variants will arrive 
in the summer. 

Inside, cabin quality is higher 
than that of the pre-production 
car I drove last year with an 
improved soft-touch dashboard, 
along with touches of chrome 
and carbon-fibre-style trim. 

Badge 

The famous octagonal badge 
is present and correct on the 
steering wheel but the overall 
interior look is slightly anony¬ 
mous and the plastics are harder 
and cheaper the lower down you 
go. 

The seats in the TSE are com¬ 
fortable but on the soft side and 
lacking both lateral and under¬ 
thigh support. Leg room is gener¬ 
ous but taller drivers may 
struggle for headroom. 

The designer handbrake is 
similar to the Saab 9-3’s ‘thumb- 
trapper’ and a little awkward to 
operate. 

There’s only one power plant at 
the moment - a turbocharged 1.8 
litre petrol developing 160hp. A 
1.9 litre diesel is in development 
but won’t be ready until next year. 

The petrol is only going to give

you 30-35mpg but it sounds 
peppy and revs freely to above 
6,000rpm. 

The MG has only five, rather 
long gears, but can hit 60mph in 
around eight and a half seconds. 
The car’s top speed has been 
limited to 120mph in order to 
keep insurance costs down. 

While the 6 is designed first 
and foremost as a family car it’s 
also possible to have some fun in 


it. The chassis feels rigid and taut 
and the car is stable and assured 
at speed. Provided you keep the 
revs up, it loves attacking twisty 
B-roads. There’s masses of grip 
and very little roll. The steering 
has been set up to be consider¬ 
ably sharper and weightier than 
in the Chinese version of the car. 

Ride quality is firm but com¬ 
fortable and refinement levels are 
high, though you certainly hear 


the engine if you put your foot 
down. 

The car’s interior could still be 
improved and its relatively high 
C02 emissions of 184g/km 
mean it will not find favour with 
fleet buyers. 

With no diesel in the range the 
MG6 is still a work in progress, at 
least as regards the European 
market, but at least it is off to a 
promising start.
